The
tables nre of various slzes, some resem-
bling the ondinary cake of sonp of com-
wieree,  They are coversd with cunel-
form charncters, clear and distinet as
when the bookkeepers of Ulurashu in-
seribed  them, twenty-flve  bhundred
years ago,

Among them lIs this gunranty for
twenty years that an emerald Is so well
et that it will not fall out:

“Belahldding and Bel-shumu, sons of
Bel, and Hatln, son of Basuzo, spoke
uoto Bel-uadinshwmn, son of Mornshu,
us follows: ‘As concerns the gold ring
wot with an emernld, wo guarantee that
for twenty years the emerald will oot
fall out of ring., If It should fall out
before the explration of twenty yeurs,
Bel-ablddina (and the two others) shall
